Arthur Hendérson, ac 
cording to the cable published 
glsewhere to-day, considers it 
“contrary to the public interest 
to make a statement at the 
presehit time” on the subject of 
the Chinese ° proposals for the 
abolition of _extraterritoriality. 
Dr. C.'T. Wang, as the report of. 
his speech at Shanghai yester- 
day shows, is not of that opinion, 
‘The reticence of the one may not 
be any more laudable than the 
of the other, but, 
is a piquant 
of method which 
‘evokes speculation. Dr. Wang at. 
Shanghai showed the constancy 
of his affection for certain argu- 
ments, which have not been 
allowed to go unchallenged on 
previous occasions. He present- 
ed them in a speech to the tone 
‘of which little exception could 
be taken; the friendliness of the 
hospitality surrounding it. w: 
matched by the courtesy of the 
speaker. the suggestion 
of a threat at the end of the 
discourse could not be fairly 
said to belie Dr. Wang's evident. 
desire to cultivate the spirit of 
goodwill. Yet, it is diticult to 
agree that friendliness alone is 
sufficient to induce acceptance 
of arguments which so plainly 
call for refutation. When, for 
example, Dr. Wang  airily re- 
ferred to the fact that. the 
nationals of “almost one-half of 
‘the ‘Treaty’ Powers” no longer 
possess extraterritorial rights, 
he was’ blandly over-lookirig the 
point that, of the 300,000 for- 
eigners in’ China, no less than 
200,000 are nationals of Powers 
Which have not yet agreed to 
the actual. abolition of those 
rights. His general observa- 
tions regarding the position of 
the non-extraterritorial foreign- 
ers also failed to. take due 
notice of the extent *to which 
‘that position is safeguarded by 
the existence of extraterritorial 

facilities for other nationals. 
Many of Dr. Wang’s other 
arguments could be similarly! 
criticized and his contention 
that, in this matter, the judi 
and complainant were merged in 
‘the same identity must be cited 
‘a8 a specious piece of special 
pleading which a moment's con- 
sideration would utterly reject. 
‘The British Government, for 
instance, have agreed” that 
extraterritoriality should go 
provided that the state of Chi- 
laws, the arrangements 
for their” administration and 
other considerations warranted 
that step. Dr. Wang makes no 
effort, beyond a general and 
vague assertion, to show that 
those conditions have been re- 
motely fulfilled. With certa 
recent cases pertinently in their 
minds, foreigners must be par- 
doned’ if they refuse to endor: 
‘the view that the promulgation 
of admirable codes of itself 
creates the desired conditions. 
Nor could they reasonably be 
expected to acquiesce in” the 
statement that “courts and pri- 
sons along modern lines have 
been established throughout the 
republic.” Here there is no ques- 
tion of the complainant being 
judg®; the evidence from Chi-| 
nese themselves is sufficient to 
meet Dr. Wang's arguments. It] 
also is relevant to point. out 
that, under the present consti-| 
tution—or absence of a consti-| 
tution—the Chinese people them-| 
selves have no rights. There 
fare, therefore, limits to the ex- 
tent to which foreigners. can 
comfortably face a, precipitate 
removal of a system which, how-| 
ever unsatisfactory, in. "many! 
respects, makes their existence| 
in China at all possible. 
‘The controversy from this 
point of view is stale and un- 
profitable, ‘The real matter for 








































































consideration is whether Dr. 
Wang is well-advised in public- 
ly making it once more the play-| 
thing, of oratgrical skill. At! 
this juncture the pressing need 
for China and all connected with 
her welfare is the evolution of 
some corporate effort to’ cope 
with the very grave economic 
difficulties which threaten to 
delay—perhaps for longer than 
she cares to think—a return to 
normality... The Government 
have successfully emerged from 
a civjl war. They have not:yet 
sueceeded in asserting . their 
authority over large tracts of 
country delivered to the tender 
mercies of rapacious bandits. 
They have been receiving whole-| 
‘hearted: sympathy from foreign 
powers in the face of the crisis 
arising out of the slump in 
ver. Only today the cables 
give another proof of the solic~ 
itude with which measures are 
being proposed for rehabilitat-| 
ing her exchanges. Is it wise| 
at such a time to permit the in- 
trusion of a discordant note, 
especially on a subject which 
is being dealt with, as Dr. 
‘Wang believes and hopes, by’ 
diplomatic processes? It is 
hardly convincing to talk of 
delay in this regard when the 
magnitude of the issues, the 
preoccupations of the Chinese| 
Government and the history of 
last year’s proposals and coun- 
ter-proposals are taken into ac-| 
count. Dr. Wang can rest as- 
sured that foreigners will be| 
‘only too ready to see removed 
that bugbear of extraterritorial 
ity, but their sense of practical 
issues forbids them to support 
removal unless they can be as- 
sured of its efficacy in a 
taining a security which is as! 
essential to Chinese prosperity’ 
as it is to the continued partici 
pation of foreign capital and 
industry im the great work of| 
advancing the progress of af-| 
fairs in this country. It is 
‘easy to utter threats; it is not! 
80 easy to control events deve- 
loping from the incautious en-| 
deavour to put those threats into| 
practice. Above all, when, the 
Chinese counter-proposals. have| 
been taken into-consideration by! 
‘a Power which received them as! 
recently as December 24 and 
negotiation on them is to be 
initiated by means of telegraphic 
instructions, indulgence in. the 
notion of forestalling the efforts| 
‘of diplomacy by some dramatic’ 
stroke seems curiously unim-| 
pressive. It does less than 
Justice, not so. much to the 
Foreign diplomats as to Dr. 
Wang's admitted accomplish- 
ments as a Foreign Minister. 






































FUTURE TRADING

which is dificult of ascertain- 
ment. “Likewise how far the 
point hax impinged upon the 
British Economic Mission as to 
the way in which British indus- 
try at Home could be helped by 
stich measures cannot yet be 
gauged, and will doubtless not 
be’ apparent until their report 
has been. made public. At a 
time, however, when much pro- 
paganda is being put about for 
the goods of other nations—and 
fone must never underrate the 
effects of such work—it' would 
be useful: were it shown that 
British. enterprise had a full 
realization of the possibilities 
here, especially the possibilities 
of China as an exporting manu- 
facturing: country. It is, -of 
course, well-known that | one 
firm, at least, has long since 
realized this possibilite, and its 





























manufactures of cétton cloths 
not only supply quite a large 
market in Africa, but are in-' 
creasingly making their way to 
places such as Constantinople in 
the Near East. Then other 
firms have established, in a 
small way so far it is true, 
industries for the finishing of 
various goods imported from the 
United Kingdom, but it seems 
|more and more evident that this 
policy may have to be adopted 
ina more extensive manver if 
British trade is to maintain its 
position. 

The fallacious argument is 
frequently used in this connec- 
tion that this very use of 
Chinese labour in the production 
of the finished article is taking 
the bread out of the mouth of 
the British workman. It is not 
intended here: to go_ into doc- 
trinaire points of labour 
economies, but this at any rate 
can be pointed out. By using 
the cheaper form of labour 
available in China for certain 
processes in the manufacture of| 
any article, it is possible to 
bring the price down to a point 
where it can compete with the 
products of other countries. 
Therefore there will be a sale 
for it as against a position where 
the article wholly manufactured 
in Europe, proves too expensive. 
‘This in turn provides the British| 
workman with further work, in 
the particular process which’ re- 

3 the special skill he pro- 
ly inherits from generations 
of weavers, artisans, oF w 
the case may be. It was not for 
the sake of amusement that Mr. 
Henry Ford commenced an. 

ling plant for his care in 
the vicinity of Shanghai, .and 
although -that plant has ‘never| 
worked, so far as is known, to 
anything like its full capacity, 
the idea is so essentially sound 
that sooner or later it will be a 
big factor in the motor trade of 
China, and to compete with it 
others will have to follow suit. I¢ 
reports are correct it may be 
possible to make certain: of the 
parts of the necessary machinery 
in China cheaper than can even 
be produced by mass production 
in the United States. This 
naturally confines the operations 
of the American engineer to the 
more highly technical and 
delicate parts of the car, but 
thereafter the assembling of the. 
parts, it is believed, can be 
carried: out more economically 
here, and when that has been 
achieved, there will be a cheaper 
ear. 
It is not alone the potential 
ties of the Chinese market which 
should encourage the pursuance 
of a policy sich as this, for 
advantage can be taken of its 
ultimate purchasing power mar- 
ket, there is.a wholly different 
field to be exploited. This as 
has already been mentioned, is 
that of China as an exporting 
country. ‘There is no reason, 
for instance, why one of the 
English miotor companies should 
not have a plant in what in 
Customs parlance is known as a 
“bonded area,” meaning that 
parts could come in duty free 
from the factory at Home and 
then undergo the process. of. 
assembling. Naturally the 
finished vehicle, if sold to a 
customer in China, would have. 
to pay the required duty, but 
it is Believed that by such a 
scheme as this motor vehicles 
could be exported from China, 
without having. paid any duty at, 
all. and laid down in other coun-. 
tries at a lower rate than identi- 
cally the same vehicle made in 
England. Nor would the w 
man at Home suffer. Cheaper| 
cars mean a larger sale, s0 that 
more hands would be employed 
in the manufacture of the 
essential parts. With the open- 
ing up-of the interior thereafter 
to something like the normal 
measure of -trade which its 
resdurces imply, the companies 
which had established such 
plants here or elsewhere in 
China would-be in a magnificent 
position to take advantage of 
‘the opportunities offered. ‘The 
motor industry has been dealt 
with in this-article as one which 
has already drawn attention to’ 
itself" by Mr. Ford's enterprise 
here, but it cam be seen from

LIAISON 


Feb. 15, 
The Municipal Gazette yester- 
day showed that the question 
of the. appointment of a 
Chingse liaison officer is still 
undetermined. ' The Council 
have decided’ to refer back to 
the special sub-committee for’ 
‘consideration of the designation 
‘of the official to be selected. 
‘The recommendation of the sub- 
‘committee, when made, is to be 
circulated’ to the Council for! 
approval. From the comments 
of the Chinese Press, which 
may be taken without any 
great exercise of the imagina- 
tion to reflect more or les: 
faithfully the course of the 
discussions, it would seem that 
there is a danger of the origi 
intention of this appointment: 
being overlooked. It will be re- 
called that, in the Report of the 
Salaries Commission, emphasis. 
‘was laid on the desirability of 
appointing a well-educated Chi- 
nese assistant secretary to the 
Director-General's office. It 
was considered that such an ap- 
Pointment would prove of the 
greatest benefit to the Council's 
administration and should go a 
Jong way in removing, or, avoid- 
ing, many of the difficulties and 
misunderstandings which con-| 
stantly arose. The report added 
that the duties and responsibil 
ities of this officer, as visualized 
by the commission, were of first- 
rate importance ‘and justified 
the emoluments suggested. On 
December 12 the Council an- 
nounced its decision to engage 
a Chinese gentleman of high 
standing in his own community 
aca well versed in Chinese poli- 
tical and current affairs in 
order to assist its relations with 
the Chinese authorities and the. 
Chinese community and in fur- 
therance of its expressed policy 
to appoint Chinese to | more 
senior posts in the Municipal 
service. It was also stated that 
one of the chief duties of the 
official selected would be to act 
liaison officer between the 
uineil and the Chinese officials 
and organizations with whom 
the Council has frequent 
contact. A number of ap-| 
plications were received for 
the post and a sub-committee, 
to which two Chinese mem- 
Lers were subsequently appoint- 
‘ed, was created to scrutinize 
the applicants and report to the 
Council. ‘The sub-committee 
duly met, and five applications 
were left for furth 
tion. ‘The chairman, 
reported that the absence of a 
definite decision regarding the 
designation of the official had 
deterred certain Chinese, pre- 
sumably well-suited for the post, 
from sending in their applica: 
tions. Hence, apparently, has 
arisen this decision to 
the sub-committee defi 
this :question of, de- 
signation. It may also be as- 
sumed that this delay has been

CANADA'S. GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL 
Feb. 11 

The choice of the Earl of Bess- 
borough to succeed Earl Willing- 
don as_ Governor-General of 
ada is peculiarly happy. As 
Viscount Duncannon, he render- 
ed many years of useful public 
service before taking his father’s 
place in the House of Lords. 
He was an energetic member of 
the Municipal Reform Party 
which in 1906 was able to break 
down the Progressive stronghold 
in the London County Council 
and on election for East Maryle- 
bone he served a useful appren- 
ticeship on the Council, In 1910 
he sat for Cheltenham and from 
1913 to 1920 for Dover in the 
House of Commons as a Conser- 
vative. Politics did not entirely 
absorb his activities for he ra- 
pidly eae to the fore as Direc- 
tor of Railway companies and he 
at present is Chairman of a 
Brazilian Line and Deputy| 
Chairman of De Beers Consoli- 
dated Mines, posts which he has 
held for several years. He also 
served with marked success on 
the board of the Middlesex Hos. 
pital, an institution which has 
been’ peculiarly successful in| 
‘solving the problem of post be 
lum reconstruction both in| 
finance and organizations. 

‘To Canada these qualifications: 
will, at this juncture, be of con- 
siderable value. They may, 
however, be regarded as of less 
weight than the exceedingly for- 
tunate circumstance which led 
Lord Duncannon, as he was! 
then, to seek a bride from the 
ranks of the French aristocracy. 
In 1912 he married Mile Roberte 
de Neuflize, the daughter of the 
late Baron’ Jean de Neuflize, a 
lady who, possessed of a delight 
ful personality, has been a great 
figure in London society and is| 
intensely popular.

A GREAT ENGINEER 

Feb. 16. 
The death of a Fellow of the 
Royal Society and Member of 
the Order of Merit is no ordinary. 
event. Sir Charles Parsons who 
died last week and possessed the 
‘two distinctions named—as well 
as the Faraday Medal of the 
Institution of Electrical Engin- 
eers—was no ordinary man. 
Thirty-four years ago a 100-ton 
ship called the Turbinia made! 
from the Tyne to Cowes and 
back a journey in which with 
her 2100 horse-power engines 
she attained the unprecedented 





speed of 30 knots. Her chief 
engineer—and chief stoker— 
was Charles Parsons. Thi 





Journey set the seal on the dis. 
covery which, in 1884, he had 
nnounced to'the world by the 
introduction of his compound 
steam turbine. Like other! 
inventions it was the product of 
many years of persistent 
research, of refusal to admit 
defeat, of triumph over  dis- 
appointment. It was not uctil, 
in 1891, the principle of con- 
densation was applied that the 
possibilities of the new dis- 
covery which placed Parsons for 
all time in the front rank of 
engineers, were fully explorable. 
The rapidity of the development 
however indicated the immense 
benefits. Seven years after the 
Turbinia had made her historic 
trip, HAMS, Amethyst  success- 
fully demonstrated the value of 
the turbine to the British Navy 
three years later still the Maure- 
tania with her 41,000 h.p. and 
25-knot speed began her long 
supremacy on the Atlantic run. 
In praising the work of a 
craftsman no better tribute can 
be selected than to use the words 
of his fellow-craftsmen. Dr. S. 
Z, de Ferranti, himself a dis- 
tinguished engineer, has placed 
‘on record the view that even 
engineering experts do not 
realize the full extent of Sir 
Charles Parsons’ work: 
He has revolutionized the 
yoduction of power from coal. 
fore his time the prevailing 
idea was that reciprocation was, 
necessary in order to get work 
from coal. "He had the boldness: 
to see, to believe, that. that was 
an indirect process and that by. 
‘adopting. a ‘process “much more 
direct and ‘efficient he would 
obtain immensely better results.” 
‘Nor should it be overlooked that, 
the turbine effected as big a 
revolution on land as it did on 
the sea. As soon as it became 
fitted with a condenser it was 
used in electric supply and its, 
value there need not be elaborat-_ 
ed in Shanghai where one of the 
largest and finest power stations| 
in the world provides a vivid 
illustration of this point. The’ 
award too of the Faraday Medal 
sufficiently indicated the grati- 
tude which the electrical 
engineering profession felt to- 
wards the father of the turbine, 
Parsons has been called an 
Englishman; the designation is 
strictly, if not technically. 
correct. He was descended 
from Sir William Parsons who 
migrated from Leicestershire to 
Treland in the 16th century, who 
became Lord Justice and al 
baronet and whose great-grand- 
son was the first Earl of Rosse. 
The third Earl, who was the 
father of Charles Parsons, has 
his niche in fame as the inventor 
of the improved reflector tele- 
scope which was one of the 
wonders of the mid-Victorian 
era and greatly assisted the 
































study of astronomy. Charles— 


his fourth son—born in the year 
of the Crimean War, 1854, went | 
up to St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, and graduated as 11th 
wrangler in T8?6. That sucess 
gained him admission to the 
famous Armstrong works at 
Elswick and” his previous ex- 
perience when, as a boy he had 
worked in his father’s. telescope 
workshops in Ireland, was in- 
valuable to him. Five years 
after his discovery of the 
‘turbine’s possibilities—he was 
then a partner in another firm— 
he decided to. make. his great 
effort. He built his own works. 
mear Newcastle and the rest 
followed. During the Great 
War his technical skill and 
scientific knowledge were amply 
used by the Government on 
several committees of research. 
In considering the career of this 
great engineer it is useful to 
attempt to obtain some idea of 
the man himself. Perhaps the 
best inspiration which his, 
countrymen and the members 
of his profession can derive) 
from him is that afforded by. 
quotation from. the” modest 
speech which he made when pre- 
sented with the Faraday Medal 
in 1922. He contented himself 
with a tribute to Michael Fara- 
day himself and commended to 
notice the qualities observed in 
that great geni

BLOODTHIRSTY PIRACY 


Soldiers and Officer Killed on 
‘Ningpo Ship 
Frox Out OWN Contesroxoest 





rsty piracy, took 
off the Chékiang coast south of 
agpo a few days ago, when three 
‘soldiers anda ship's officer were 
Killed and 18 Chinese "passengers 
taken away to be held to ransom.

Scene in Criminal Court 

A distressing scene, rare even in 
‘the sphere of the Court of Criminal 
‘Appeal, occurred this week when 
Fred Gill, a decently dressed spruce 
young man about 26 years of age, 
Who had been sentenced to death at 
Leeds Assizes for the murder of 
Oliver Preston, an elderly money- 
Tender, was applying for leave to 
appeal against his conviction. After 
argument had been heard, Lord 
Hewart questioned how they could 
interfere with the verdict of the 
Jury. As the words were uttered 
Gill collapsed and fell in the dock, 
and the Lord Chief Justice paused 
while warders carried him out, In 
ten minutes Gill was brought back, 
looking pale and exhausted, and 
heard’ the rest of the judzment 
Which was - mercifully ‘abridged. 
‘Then he was supported out of the 
dock, to be taken back to prison, 
there to await capital pudishment, 
or, in the event of official clemency 
imprisonment for life or the best 
part of it. It is the first time for 
very many years that a prisoner in 
this dock has been so distressed. It 
‘may be that the absence of any sign 
of distress in mest eases is capable 
of . psychological explanation—the 
resignation which subdues one who 
has brooded many days in a silent 
cell and abandoned hope.

| Phere were a group of foreign 
travellers stranded in 

ramshackle “hotel” in a town in 
| the interior when this compiaint| 
arrived. The recipient was 
filled with grievance, and since 
| there exists a certain necessary 
camaraderie between drummers

A traveller tells the story of 
a “passage through the post 
which may be interesting be- 
cause it holds some somewhat 
unusual features. He had been 
caught in a war during which 
thre had been more than the 
‘usual amount of unpleasantness 
between the sides, and in which, 
‘as a result, the common people 
had been made to suffer even 
more _than generally. ‘This 
arose from the fact that when 
the defending general sallied 
forth to battle, the inhabitants 
‘no other thought | 
His army was 
rotten, his generalship a matter 
‘of open question. So imme- 
@iately he had departed the 
townsfolk put up _ triumphal 
arches in honour of his opponent 
and sat back with folded hands 
to welcome the arrival of this 
new militarist. Imagine their 
astonishment and the defending 
general's rage and. fury when 
victory fell unexpectedly and 
the invaders were driven off. 
The victorious defender retur 
ed in some pride to his town 
only to find the place bedecked 
with welcomes for his hated 
rival. That was just the kind 
1s which embittered a good 
ilitarist and when & militarist 
was embittered war was a 
terrible thing for the non-com- 
batants. This digression will 
explain’ why it was even more 
dificult than usual to arrange 
with the postal guardians for 
‘accommodation in their van. An 
introduction to the local station 
master was effected through the 
wife of the keeper of the inn 
where the traveller was staying, 
This woman, . still young and 
comely, was’ the daughter of a. 
station’ master further down the 
line and her influence did the 
trick, It only remained for the 
traveller to be on hand when the 
postal van departed and this 
entailed a wait of four days on 
‘the station platform. Since all 
station platforms seemed to be 
regarded a eamping out place 
for troops there were many 
questions to answer. The 
traveller blocked his questioners 
by gibbering at them in an 
amiable way. His idea may 
have been to convince them 
that he was harmless in spite 
of his looks. With the station 
master it was different, however. 
From him the soldiers demanded 
more intelligible replies and he 
was forced to invent the tale 
that the traveller was a railway 
inspector from Peking and had 
come to look into some very 
essential repairs—a story to 
which the traveller lent veracity 
by surveying a portion of the 
line with his Remington port- 
able and a pair of sun gl 
which he used as callipers. 






































On the journey itself it would 
be as well to be brief. Postal 
vans are fever remarkable for 
their ventilation or comfort. 
When one: has about thirty 
human beings in various condi- 
tions of cleanliness jammed into 
one of them, with the only seat- 
ing or sleeping accommodation 
some very nobly sacks of mail, 
matters are not improved. Stops. 
along the way were frequent 
and boiled eggs and bean-curd 
obtainable at most of them. At 





to-the railway official or the post One, stop, however, it looked as 


if the journey would come to a 
sudden end. A local militarist 
was there with private railway 
carriage complete, but no engine. 
He therefore hailed the arrival 
of the postal train with great 
joy, and immediately comman- 
Aeered the engine. Fortunately 
he did not want to travel far and 
the engine was returned to its 
proper van ina few ‘hours. 
Another definite check was ex- 
periepeed when the provincial 

ovvaare was reached. There, 


opparently, fiction existed be- 
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‘tween the make-shift members 
of the railway organization. It 
seemed that the engine drivers 
‘on the first part of the line were 
in the way of levying “squeezes” 
of different descriptions along 
‘the route. ‘The engine drivers 
for the second part of the route 
were not so lucky. The stations 
in their section were neither 
large enough nor wealthy 
enough to stand “squeezes” in 
this “kind of carrying trade, 
Hence the engine drivers of the 
second part demanded a share of 
the “squeezes” from the engine 
drivers of the first part, which 
[these gentlemen would” by no 
means consider. ‘This nearly 
wrecked the journey. ‘The dis. 
pute was settled somehow ater. 
Some hours in some way coms’ 
pletely baMing to. the direct 
Western mind. But settled “it 
‘was, and the train, was allowed 
to proceed. | 

There are a hundred and one 
things which might be written 
of such a trip. Of how. the 
‘stomach of the traveller revolted 
against the prolonged dict of 
bean-curd and eggs and how 
kindly were the coolies who 
assisted him when he was really, 
very ill indeed, Of how a lady, 
joined the captives in the van— 
‘a lady of spirit and determina 
tion who spoke her mind to her 
fellow travellers in words which 
made them fold up like unused 
deck chairs and leave her more 
space, There were also things, 
about which it is Impossible to 
write, though inseparable from 
the conditions of the journey, 
When at long last the traveller, 
arrived at his destination, weary, 
unwashed, and bearded’ like & 
Nihilist, he was able to speale 
with authority on the experiences 
of a parcel in the post. And 
when, long afterwards, he. ve- 
ceived a complaint that “it it 
is possible for us to receive 
‘your letters, it is surely possible 
for you. to travel,” he might be 
pardoned for handing the letter 
‘across to a companion in distress 
with the question 
pressed his feelings 
beat that?”
